Vocational Training— 

A Big Step Forward 

The announcement this week that approval has 
been given by the provincial and federal governments 
for the building of a vocations wing at the County 
Central High School in Vulcan marks a major step 
forward in the effort to provide students of the 
County with the best possible educational opportuni¬ 
ties. Notable is the fact that this is the first rural 
area in Alberta to come under the federal vocational 
education program. The entire cost of the new wing 
will be met by federal and provincial grants and the 
necessary vocational equipment for the new class¬ 
rooms will be provided by direct federal grant. 

Recognition of the fact that the greatest num¬ 
ber of unemployed in Canada are persons without 
any particular training or skill was the prime factor 
in the institution of the Canada-wide federal voca¬ 
tional training program, designed to increase voca¬ 
tional training opportunities for high school students 
whose aptitudes will likely take them into the busi¬ 
ness or commercial field rather than the academic 
field of higher education. The new vocational-type 
high schools in the major cities are an outcome of 
this program, as is the training in new skills of those 
persons who are chronically unemployed. 

The central high school at Vulcan already offers 
students of the County an excellent academic pro¬ 
gram of 275 credits. Vocational training, though, has 
been limited to home economics and industrial arts. 
Under the educational development program possible 
when the new vocations wing is in operation, students 
interested in a business-commercial career will be 
able to take this type of training during their high 
school years and be ready for employment upon 
graduation. 

The months of planning, the meetings with 
government officials, the time and effort expended 
have now culminated in an educational “first” for 
the County of Vulcan, providing greater educational 
opportunities for County students at no additional 
cost to the ratepayers. The County School Committee 
and the County Council as a whole are to be com¬ 
mended for the big step forward now being taken by 
education in this rural area. 

The new vocations wing will be of two-storey 
construction and will contain six standard class¬ 
rooms, five business rooms, two science laboratories, 
two home economics units, an industrial arts shop 
and a dual purpose library-lunchroom.
